In reviewing the annual reports we
determined that not all of your water meters have been tested at the
appropriate frequency. IT these meters become inaccurate, considerable
revenues are lost. During 2000 we advise your utility to test its meters in
compliance with 8 PSC 185.76. If you have questions in regard to this
matter, please contact Bruce Schmidt of our staff at (608) 266-5726.

2. In the future, as directed in the head notes of the Water Operation &
Maintenances Expenses schedule on page W-5, please provide explanations fot
any expense accounts which change by more than 25% and not less than $5,000
when compared to the previous years numbers.
